Turkey 
has assured Great Britain as well as the 
other powers that she now has the rev- 
olutionary situation well in hnnd, pro- 
testing that her troops are showing nd- 
juirabte restraint. Nevertheless

the Xovoe Vroniyn of St. Petersburg as 
a solution of the difficulties that oilkvrs 
of thu foreign powers be attached to all 
Turkish repressive expeditions with au- 
thority to prevent unnecessary cruelty.

A Wisconsin farmer nsks Hoard's 


Dairyman this question: "In building a 
stave silo do you advise setting the 
staves back on the foundation? If so 
how much, or flush with tho Inside? 
Would It he possible to plaster on the 
bare clay, as many cisterns are made, 
so as to prevent water from soaking In 
i'rom the sides and bottom?" 


The Dairyman makes tho following 


answer: "The present -writer In build- 
ing a silo on his farm set the staves 
back from the inner face of the founda- 
tion wall about flve inches, and this 
for the purpose of enabling him to line 
it with a course of brick if future de- 
velopments should seem to make such 
a lining desirable. This space or rim 
was filled in with clay slanting up to 
the staves, much as putty is used to 
fasten glass in a window. This clay 
served tho double purpos» of making a 
tight Joint between th« staves and the 
foundation nnd frlvlng an easy slide to 
the sllago over the projection. We havo 
had o great many reports from parties 
who have practiced plastering tho walls 
of silos in clay grounds with great suc- 
cess. The soil on otir own farm Is not 
suitable for adopting this plan, so In 
building • cisterns we simply line up 
with a slnsle layer of brick and put 
the cement on the brick."

Nevertheless inter- 
est is taken here in the suggestion of 
the Xovoe Vromya of St. Petersburg as 
a solution of the difficulties that officers 
of the foreign powers bo attached to all 
Turkish repressive expeditions with au- 
thority to prevent unnecessary cruelty. 
The possibilities of Greece 
have been 


cleared .in the official mind by the declar- 
ation by her minister in»*Lonclon, who is' 
understood to be satisfied that nothing 
will be done by the British government, 
even to prevent the atrocities, unless in 
concert with all the powers.

Half a Crop. 


Farmers in the country around Ra- 


cine are losing out on their potato crop 
this season, for nearly all the tubers are 
rotted. Hancne Bros., south of the city 
loaded a car a few days ago with 300 
bushels, and the next day picked them 
over and fully two-thirds of them had 
to be thrown out as they had rotted. 
When the remaining third of a car load 
reached its destination the buyers re- 
fused to accept them as they had spoil- 
ed on the way. 


Chicago dealers 
are paying GOc per 


bushel for potatoes on the track here 
and Milwaukee dealers are paying 50c. 
Then' tho people in this city have the 
nerve to kick about paying 50c for them 
when that is exactly what they are be- 
ing sold for at wholesale. 


It was learned today from Mr. Jacob 


Hess, an old farmer of the town of Cal- 
edonia, that the cause of the potatoes 
rotting is because of the stem being dis- 
eased 
and 
not 
altogether from 
tho 


heavy rain. When the stem turns black 
it will be found tho potato is rotting at 
the bottom of the stem. This is a sure 
indication of disease of the stem. Mr. 
Hess states that where he expected 1,- 
000 bushels of potatoes this year he will 
be lucky if he gets 250 bushels.

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
II—United 


States District Attorney Beach today 
announced that the six persons named in 
the seven indictments returned by the 
grand jury last Tuesday are: 


George W. Beavers, former chief of 


the salaries and allowance's, 
postoffice 


department; August W. Machen, former- 
ly general superintendent of the free de- 
livery system, 
postoffice 
department; 


James \V. Erwin, former postoffice in- 
spector with headquarters in San Fran- j 
cisco; Geo. II. Huntington and Isaac S. 
McGiehan, both of New York City, own- 
ers of the Columbia Supply company of 
this city and Eugene D. Scheble, .of To- 
ledo, Ohio, a dentist and interested in 
the firm of Mnybury and Ellis, of De- 
troit, Mich., letter box manufacturers. 


Beaver, Machen and Erwin are nam- 


ed jointly in one indictment for con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States. 
Another indictment is against McGiehan, 
Huntington and Machen for conspiracy 
to defraud the United States and still 
another is against the same three for 
conspiracy to commit bribery both under 
section 5440 R. S.; Scheble and Machen 
are indicted for conspiracy against the 
United States and again for conspiracy 
to commit bribery. 
Another indictment 


is against McGiehan 
and 
Huntington 


for bribery c.nd the last is against Ma- 
chen singly for accepting bribes under 
section 5501 R. S. 


The complaint also charges the three 


men with being stockholders in the pos- 
tal Device and Improvement company, 
at the time the devices were purchased. 


CHA11GKS SPECIFIED. 


The indictment was returned against 


the three mentioned at the April term, 
1003, by the grand jury of the supreme 
court of the district of Columbia 
and 


the bench warrant issued for Beavers 
dated September 8, 
1003. The 
indict- 


ment charges that on August 1, 1001, 
one thousand of the devices, which are 
attached to letter boxes indicating the 
time of the collection and delivery of 
mails, ivere purchased, the check for the 
payment amounting to $4.370. On Sep- 
tember 1, 1001, another thousand were 
purchased, the indictment alleges 
the 


check in payment'amounting to $4,180 
and a third thousand was purchased on 
Sept. 1 ,1002, the sum of 34,14.8 being 
paid. 
Still 
another 
thousand were 


bought on Feb. 1, 1902 for $4,078. 


POSTAL EMPLOYES NAMED. 


All the indictments . are. based 
on 


transactions relating to the supply of 
letter boxes and package boxes and de- 
vices. 
Some sensational charges 
are 


made. The indictment against Beavers. 
Machen and Erwin alleged that the pos- 
tal Device and Jraprovpment Co., of San 
Francisco, formerly the Montague In- 
dicator and Letter Box company 
was 


composed almost entirely of Western 
postal employes; that in 1880 it set aside 
one thousand shares of stock for "for- 
warding its interests" and that armed 
with this authority its president, Daniel 
F. Richardson and Inspector Erwin came 
to Washington', saw Beavers, Machen, 
Heath and others and got an order for 
equipping 2,089 letter boxes with their 
device. 


The indict?nent says the company was 


systematically relieved ot its obligations 
in the way of paying freight, crating, 
painting and printing cards for the de- 
vices it was furnishing. 


The indictment charges that Beavers 


and Machen owned stock under assum- 
ed names. Most of the thousand shares 
of stock «et aside, tho indictment says, 
went to diifcrent postofiice officials and 
again President 
Richardson 
came to 


Washington and following an increase 
in the contract price he; got 
for 
the 


company, dividends 
wore paid on the 


stock. 


MACHEK'S BIG RAKE OFF. 


McGiehan, principal owner of tlic Co- 


lumbia Supply company of New York 
is charged with agreeing to pay Machen 
fifty cents for each dollar and a quar- 
ter paid on the package box contract by 
the government. 
Specific payments to 


Machen are cited in consideration of in- 
creased compensation under these pack- 
age box contracts ostensibly for attach- 
ing a different support to 
the 
boxes. 


Schebcl became interested in the firm of 
which Mason Mayburg of Detroit, Mich., 
is a member and which furnished letter 
boxes to the government; Schcbel and 
Machen, in a joint indictment are alleg- 
ed to have schemed to defraud the gov- 
ernment by the supply of excessive quan- 
tities of boxes. The 
indictment says 


that Maybury and Ellis held Schebcl to 
the extent of the latter's interest In .the 
company and that he in turn paid large 
gums to Mnchen. The indictment cites 
specific payments to Machen by SchcbcJ. 
Tho other indictments involve prneticii!- 


dictment Letter company is postmaster 
of San Francisco. 


A number of other postal cases are 


now pending before 
the 
grand 
jury 


which will resume its sessions here next 
Monday. 


BEAVERS GIVES $5,000 BAIL. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—George W. 


Beavers the former head of the depart- 
ment of salaries and allowances in the! 
postoffice department was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Hitch- 
cock in the federal building today on a 
bench warrant 
issued 
in Washington 


charging him with conspiracy 
to de- 


fraud the government. Beavers has fur- 
nished a bond of $5,000 for appearance 
Sept. 25. 


Beavers was recently arraigned on the 


indictment returned by the 
federal 


grand jury in Brooklyn. 


Neither Mr. Beavers or his counsel 


would discuss the nature of the charges 
but gave notice that they would Sept. 
25 insist upon the government produc- 
ing its complete evidence against the de- 
fendant. Assistant U. S. District Attor- 
ney Wise stated that if euch a demand 
were made he would insist that the cer- 
tified 
copy of 
the 
indictment 
read 


against the defendants and ethers was 
all the evidence the law required. 


The copy of the indictment, Mr. Wise 


said, was of itself all the evidence the 
government intended to produce, and if 
the defense counted on forcing the gov:

THE ENGLISH COAST 


Life Boat Rescues Numerous and 


Several Vessel Crews Have 


Perished-Crops Badly 


Damaged. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—From all parts 


of the country come reports of destruc- 
tion on land and sea by the terrific gale. 
The wind has now abated but telegraph- 
ic and other communication with the 
outside 
world is only 
possible 
after 


much delay. In some cases the lines 
are entirely down. The suburbs of the 
metropolis are littered with trees and 
branches which have blown down. The 
tents of the first army corps, which was 
under canvas preparatory to taking part 
in the maneuvers, were almost all blown 
to pieces. It is possible that the whole 
force may be recalled from Aldershot. 


The breakwaters of the new harbor 


in course of construction at Dover has 
been entirely swept away, involving a 
loss of ninny thousands of pounds ster- 
ling. The channel steamers from France 
arrived late this morning after perilous- 
ly riding out the storm for six or sev- 
en hours. Many life boat rescues were 
made, and several fatalities and many 
accidents were recorded. Much wreck- 
age is being washed up all around the 
coast. 


SAILORS MEET DEATH. 


From Dungess it is reported that A. 


Ketch's crew numbering eight men, were 
all drowned. 


At Southsca, several bodies have been 


washed 
up. Pools,

and 


Portsmouth, all report wrecks and fa- 
talities.

Piire Milk company plant is being push- 
ed as rapidly as possible. It is believed 
that the company will be ready for bus- 
iness at the time specified in the con- 
tract. Since the company was organiz- 
ed there has been a great deal of talk 
as to what effect it will have on the 
dairymen who are now delivering milk 
to hundreds of people in the Belle City. 
It is true that the company will be 
eady to buy all pure milk brought to 
he factory and that they will keep n, 
erd of cattle themselves. The average 
airyman is willing to sell his product 
o the company, but naturally he desires 
o know of the profit derived will be as 
great 
as at present. Those 
familiar 


vith the running of pure milk plants 
tate that probably the price will, not 
'0 as great as now, but it will reduce 
lelp and expenses to a large extent. If 
his is proven there will be no question 
jut that the dairymen will be willing 
o take.all milk to the plant. 


RACINE'S MILK CONSUMPTION. 
The estimated daily consumption of 


nilk in Racine last year wasl,800 gal- 
ons, or 0.40 pint per capita, besides 100 
gallons of skimmed rnilk and 56 gallons 
of cream. Milk was sold from 20 stores 
and 40 wagons. About 15 per cent of 
the milk supply was delivered in glass 
bottles filled at farms, but very little 
was pasteurized. The retail 
price of 


nilk was 5 cents per quart throughout 
the year, producers being paid 2y2 per 
cent. There were no dairy herds within 
;he city limits. Milk was brought in 
ragons from 50 dairy farms, the longest 
laul being eight miles. 


The city of Racine did not and does 


not expend one cent in the supervision 
of Che milk supply. During the year 
;en samples of milk were examined by 
the Babcock test, lactometer and pycno- 
meter; no bacteriological examinations 
were made, and none of the dairy herds 
nspected. SoveriU well-conducted dair- 
es near the city, supplying milk to the 
Horliek company, have by their exam- 
ple, assisted in bringing about improve- 
ments in other dairies. 


MANY REFORMS MADE. 


Possibly no branch of the dairy indus- 


try has received more attention in re- 
:ent years or made more substantial 
progress than that of producing milk 
for delivery to consumers or shipment 
to market. In the western part of this 
county thousands of gallons are shipped 
to Chicago daily and at good prices. 
There is no doubt but that the demand 
for improvement in the milk supply and 
milk service has led to much better prac 
ticos 
on the part of those connected 


with the different phases of the busi- 
ness. Producers are giving more atten- 
tion and care to the selection of cows, 
their health and housing, food and wat- 
er; to the matter of cleanliness in milk- 
ing and the care of milk while on the 
farm. Marked ' improvements are no 
ticed in vessels and methods of shipping 
Much reformatory work is still needed 
in the improvement of all those parts 
of the business which are within the 
control of the producing farmers. This 
requires the united efforts of all public 
and private agencies which can be in- 
terested in it and brought into action. 
Most important is the system, or per- 
haps present lack of system, in distri- 
bution and delivery. There is no doubt 
but that producers and consumers arc

- Mrs. Olson, who wanted Desk Ser- 
vant Harms to take care of the infant. 


The child had apparently lain in the 


field for several days and was so nearly 
starved to death that he tackled any- 
thing in the way of eatables with a 
greediness which is only surpassed by 
the nvidity with which a hungry hobo 
tackles a homemade pic. Mrs. 
Olson 


thought it was the duty of the police to 
take care of the little fellow, but when 
she left the office for a moment he 
squalled so that she rushed back in a 
hurry to miict him. 


The woman was informed by the offi- 


cers that everything possible would be 
ilone to find the owner of the lost child, 
and she then took the little one in her 
arms n.nl took it back to the form where 
she lives. The police were puzzled to 
know where the boy came from for no 
one has been reported lost and Scrgt. 
Harms remarked that although he had 
often heard of colored children being 
found in melon patches, this was the 
first time in all Ms long and varied ca- 
reer that he bad heard of o white baby 
being found in a cabbage patch. 


A man who lives on Packard avenue, 


telephoned the police this afternon that 
a child belonging to a woman in that 
neighborhood had been lost this morn- 
ing and ho was informed where he could 
fiud it. The man did not state 
the 


name of the infant. While in the police 
office the little fellow tried to make the 
officers understand that he had a moth- 
er, who went out working, but that he 
had no father.

was laid off. In his pocket he had $36. 
Of this amount he gave bis wife .?8. Then 
he went around the following Monday 
looking for work, but on account of hav- 
ing but one arm lie was handicapped and 
employment was difficult to obtain. 


Discouraged he commenced to drink. 


Soon his money was gone and he forgec 
and passed checks to get more money 
for drink. Bart Sholzen was his friend 
He knew Scholzen had confidence in him 
and would take the check and his con- 
clusions were correct. 


He believed that Scholzen would no1 


be hard on him after the discovery was 
made.

Setting the Color.—It is impossible to

One of the best 
methods of setting delicate colors con- 
sists in simply making a strong brine of 
cold water and salt and soaking the 
garment from twelve 
to 
twenty-four 


hours. 
Of course this should be done 


just before going to the laundry and the 
salt should not be allowed to dry in it. 
This is especially good for all shades of 
pink and green and colors once set this 
way would be bright as long as it would 
be possible to expect it. A strong solu- 
tion of alum and water is good, particu- 
larly with blues and the more delicate 
shades of brown, but its effect is not so 
lasting as that of salt and it is some- 
times necessary to renew the bath after 
the iirst three or four washings. Some 
people recommend solutions of lead and 
copperas, but as both of these are poi- 
sonous drugs it is better to avoid them.

When the Cake is a Failure.—Firstly, 


it may be because the fruit has sunk to 
the bottom of the cake. If so, tho cake 
was badly mixed; or it was moved in 
the the oven before it was set; or the 
oven dcior was heavily banged. 
Hence, 


the cake fell and great was the 
fall 


thereof, because, like Humpty Dumpty, 
it cannot be restored 
to its 
former 


estate. Secondly, the cake may be a 
failure because it has heavy, dull, color- 
ed streaks through it. If the streaks 
run through the center only the cake is 
not sufficiently baked; if all through the 
cake the butter and sugar are not crea- 
my enough, or else the butter is not 
rubbed in thoroughly. There is no rem- 
edy. 
Thirdly, the cake may have risen 


splendidly a£ first, then sank in, with 
perhaps a hole in the middle. The rea- 
son for this is that there was too much 
bakinp powder; or the cake was mov- 
ed in' the oven; or the oven door was 
banged before the cake was set. Fourth- 
ly, the cake may be badly burned be- 
neath. The reason for this is that the 
bottom heat in the oven was too fierce. 
To correct this evil stand the cake tin 
in a baking tin containing about one 
and one-halt' inches of common salt or 
sand. These act as non conductors of 
heat. 


How to Make Shoes Wear.—Consider- 


able difference will be found in the wear- 
ing qualities of two pairs of shoes of the 
same quality and make worn by differ- 
ent persons. Ko shoes worn continuous- 
ly in the house and outdoors will give 
as much wear as a pair of shoes worn 
one day and then left to rest a day. It 
saves money to wear cheap house shoes 
within doors and let the shoes worn out- 
doors rest and get back 
into 
shape 


while the owner is within doors. 


Keep an old pair of shoes to wear un- 


der India rubbers. The perspiration of 
the feet which India rubber excites ru- 
ins good leather. Select strong calfskin 
and keep it well oiled in winter for out- 
door shoes. 


Low shoes are better for house wear, 


because they give the foot chance to be 
ventilated as the hand is. In spite of its 
continued exposure, the hand is not af- 
flicted as the foot so often is with corns, 
callous places and chilblains. • This is 
because it is continually exposed to the 
air. 
Kven when kid gloves arc worn 


they do not compress the hand so much 
as the average boot does the foot, and 
they are not worn continually as a boot

bath" is the poetical name given to the 
latest complexion cure. Somebody hav- 
ing discovered what everybody else has 
always known, that rain water is good 
for the complexion, and that fogs and 
damp weather tend to prolong the deli- 
cate pink and whiteness of the 
cheeks,

for rain baths. That is to say, as soon 
as a stiff shower acts in, everybody 
makes off to the bathhouses, puts on 
her bathing togs and lolla around on the 
beach.

A Good Dairy Cow. 


' A good dairy cow should have great 
;fleptb of chest and also fair width of 
floor of chest. She should have a large, 
capacious barrel that is capable of util- 
izing generous quantities of food, and 
her udder should be of good size and 
well balanced as to size and position of 
.quarters. It should extend well for- 
ward on the abdomen. The teats should 
be set well apart arid be of such size as 
to be conveniently grasped by the milk- 
er. The milk veins (these are the large 
veins which extend along the abdomen 
forward of the udder) should be large, 
crooked and branching, and the holes, 
or milk wolls, where these veins pass 
Juto tho body should be large. The ud- 
der itself should bo free from coarse- 
ness and not appear to be full of meaty 
tissue when handled after milking, 
says Wayne Dlnsmore In Kimball's 
Dairy Farmer. 


The points we have mentioned are 


few—the chest capacity, roominess of 
barrel or abdomen and a good udder— 
but these are the esssntials of a good 
dairy cow. 


When you go out to buy look well to 


these standard points, and, no matter 
how attractive a cow may be otherwise, 
If she is lacking seriously in any of 
thpse three essentials she should be re- 
jected.

gg^. COOLING MILK. 


Remit* Obtained From i&spertments 


by Mfii-rlnnd station. 


There is a continuous complaint that 


In the summer nillli and cream shipped 
to the city do not keep well and there 
is much loss from souring even before 
they teach the consumers. The result 
Is of course due to bacteria contained in 
the dirt that falls into the milk during 
milking and from contamination by 
poorly cleaned milk utensils. 


Aside from the necessity of cleanli- 


ness inuch of the trouble would be pre- 
vented If due attention was paid to 
prpper cooling of the milk as soon as It 
Is produced. It is a custom among dai- 
rymen to put one or two cans in the 
watering tank and depend 6u the water 
in the tank to cool the milk sufficiently. 
How little dependence can be placed on 
tills method is shown by some experi- 
ments at the Maryland experiment sta- 
tion, of which the following is the con- 
clusion: 


The experiment shows that milk set 


In a tub or tank of water at 65 degrees, 
the milk having no previous cooling, 
could not be depended upon in warm 
weather to keep longer than twenty- 
four hours. The milk cooled Immedi- 
ately to the same temperature kept 
from thirty to thirtyrflve hours. There 
woold of course be considerable varia- 
tion in the length of time the milk 
would keep when set In the water, de- 
pending on the character of the weath- 
er, whether It wore cool or hot, a.a this 
would make considerable difference in 
the ultimate temperature of the water 
and milk. It is doubtful if in ordinary 
weather milk could bo kept at this 
temperature for longer than twenty- 
'our 
hours without an Impractical 


amount of care bestowed In another 
way. The most important. lesson to be 
gathered from this work is that a tem> 
lerature of G5 degrees cannot be de- 
>ehded on to keep jnilk for a sufficient 
ength of time to get into tho city 
market without the shipping point Is 
close to the city and the milk is 
shipped twice a day. This Is impor- 
tant to producers, for they get careless 
about the temperature of the water 
that is used. 
Even If the well fur- 


nishes unusually cool water, if it Is 
allowed to stand for any length of tta& 
during a hot day it will soon get above 
:he danger point, and for this reason 
t Is a necessity' that the water be. 
pumped fresh for the milk at the time 
:hat the milk goes Into the tank. 
Of 


course where running spring water Is 
used this point does not need to be 
guarded against, but it Is something 
that the man who uses well water and 
aas no ice needs to look after very 
closely.

MILKING THREE TIMES A DAY 


emits of Careful Experimenting In 


: 
This Direction. 


Will it pay to milk three times a. day 


In ordinary dairy practice where no 
fancy of unusual prices are obtained 
for the milk and where records are not 
sought for as having a moneyed value? 
We have been carrying on some experi- 
ments, beginning Jan. 12 and ending 
May 10, the: number of. cows ranging 
from one to twenty, says H. B. Cook in 
Stockman and Farmer. 


The first cow was giving from fifty 


to fifty-two pounds a day on twlco a 
day milking and ten pounds of grain. 
After milking a fe\? days three times 
a day and a dally increase of twelve to 
fifteen pounds a day her grain ration 
was gTadually

for her best single day seventy-seven 
pounds and best seven successive days 
527% 
pounds and for seventy-eight 


flays 5,480 pounds, which was worth at 
market price and for which we re- 
ceived §78.20, or $1 per day; from April 
1 to June 1, S.G'iS pounds, which had a 
value of $40.67, a total of $118.87 from 
Jan. 12 to June 1.

The cheese made from a pound of 


milk fat iii approximately 2.6 pounds. 
This is an uverage figure obtained from 
observations at many cheese factories, 
says Country Gentleman. It is true 
that milk testing 3 per cent fat will 
make more cheese per 100 pounds of 
fat than is the case with milk testing 5 
per cent. "Some experiments mads with 
milks of different richness show that 
one pound of fat in milk testing 3 per 
cent made about three pounds of 
cheese, and one pourfcl of fat in milk 
testing 5 per cent made about two and 
one-half pounds of cbeese. This shows 
a difference of half a pound ot cheese 
more per pound of fat in tho 8 per cent 
milfe than in the 5 per cent milk. If 
the milk was to be paid for at the fac- 
tory simply on the basis of the quan- 
tity of cheese made from the milk 
there would be this difference In the 
valuation of the two kinds of* milk. 


It has been found by careful experi- 


ments, however, that the two and a 
half pounds of cheese made from the 
milk testing 5 per cent fat have a de- 
cidedly better quality than the. three 
pounds of cheese made from milk with 
3 per cent fat This difference in qual- 
ity of the cbeese makes up for the dif- 
ference in yield, so that one about oil- 
seta the other, and the patron deliver- 
ing milk that testa In the neighborhood 
of 3 per cent fat receives his Just cluea 
If he is paid for it by the Babcock test. 
This point in regard to the Improved 
qunltry of cheese from rich milk Is not 
a theoretical one, but It has been prov- 
ed to be true by making cheese from 
milks varying in richness and submit- 
ting tho cheese to a commercial buyer 
for his Judgment in regard to the mar- 
ket value of tho different cheesea. 


Cheene In California. 


The San Joaquln Ice company has 


opened a cheese factory at Selma, Cal. 
It proposes to pay a higher price for 
milk for cbeese making than can be 
paid on a butter market. Cheese, Im- 
proves with ago when properly cured, 
and the Ice Company ,has every facility 
for doing this by means of cold storage. 
The company will mako annual con- 
tracts for milk, thus making it possi- 
ble for dairymen to know in ndvance 
what they will receive for the entire 
season. Cheese making In California 
has not assumed the important place 
It should occupy among tho industries 
of the state owlug to the difficulty in 
keeping it in the hot climate, but the 
San Joaquin company with its unllrn- 
itej^ storage capacity hopes to be able 
to overcome this obstacle. 


Mlnnoxbtii Factories 


The Minnesota state dairy and food 


commission la conducting an investiga- 
tion into tho cheese factories of the 
wtuto acd announces that BO far they 
have been found to be generally in ex- 
cellent condition. There are about sixty 
Cheddar cheese factories in the state, 
from fifteen to twenty sweet curd 
factories 'and five factories making 
Swiss or llmburger cheese. 
Cheese 


Inspector H. B. "Vroman of Kasson has 
found only two or three factories yio- 


ate from nine to twelve pounds of 
grain, silage and hay, what they would 
eat clean in varying amounts. 
Differ- 


ent kinds of grain were fed, always 
aiming to keep the animals in good 
milking condition—that is, the rations 
were not made too narrow. While the 
cows did not gain in flesh, neither did 
they lose. The nutritive ratio did not 
vary materially from 1:0.5, except dur- 
ing the last days of April, when the 
silage gave out and they ate early cut 
clover bay. The ration was then nar- 
rower, but lacked the succulence. The 
milk yield was not materially changed, 
but the ration was more expensive. 


Another cow that had been giving 


milk since early In the fall and was 
then (Jan. 19) giving twenty-five 
pounds a day on seven pounds of grain 
was given an additional three pounds 
and milked three times a day. She re- 
sponded at once and made an average 
of thirty-eight pounds for the subse- 
quent six weeks. 
She then dropped 


off and has from that time made an 
average of thirty-three pounds a day. 


Still another cow, a very ordinary 


milker that had been brought into the 
dairy, was taken up and milked three 
times without any change of care or 
feed. 
She would not increase to ex- 


ceed three pounds a day. 
Then the 


extra feed and extra care were put on. 
This also made but little change. She 
would not give over thirty-two pounds 
a day no matter what was done for 
her. Now, that is my living definition 
of a scrub cow. She had no place in 
her milking economy for any more 
food or millc. She did show some gain 
in flesh. 


A correspondent of Rural New York 


er asks: "Has anything in the silo line 
been found more desirable in any way 
tan a plain stave silo with round iron 
hoops?" 


To which a Btnffi writer replies: "The 


concrete silo is more durable or a plank 
eSlo lined with brick and the plank silo 
xrand from top to bottom with bonrds 
as hooping and plastered inside with 
cement may also have some exceeding 
value, but of all the differently con- 
structed all wood silos none possesses 
[he merit of the stave silo. I am using 
one of this kind, and experience has 
demonstrated that it is most complete. 
Those who have inspected rarely fail to 
say, "That Is the best silo I have seen." 
It Is made of pine sawed 2% by 6, bev- 
eled, grooved and tongaed and put to- 
gether with white lead, then hooped 
with one-half inch steel wire rope put 
on three feet apart. The foundation 19 
a stone wall three feet high, perpendic- 
ular inside, with the staves and a ce- 
ment bottom, roofed with a neatly fin- 
ished conical roof. The doors are con- 
tinuous, alternating with two staves 
belrween them; In other words, a door 
between each hoop. These doors are 
beveled like a cold' storage door and 
hung upon the outside, more conven- 
ient, more durable and by all means the 
place for them." 


A Stave Silo Qnerr- 


A Wisconsin farmer asks Hoard's 


Dairyman this question: "In building a 
stave silo do you advise setting the 
staves back on the foundation? If so 
how much, or flush with the inside? 
Vv'ould it be possible to plaster on the 
bare clay, as many cisterns are made 
so as to prevent water from soaking in 
from the sides and bottom?" 


The Dairyman makes the following 


answer: "The present writer hi build 
Ing a silo on his farm set the staves 
back from the Inner face of the fo'unda 
tlon wall about five inches, and this 
for the purpose of enabling him to line 
it with a course of brick if future de- 
velopments should seem to make such 
a lining desirable. This space or rim 
Tras filled in with clay slanting up to 
the staves, much as putty is used to 
fasten glass in n window. This cla? 
served the double purposs of making a 
tight Joint between the staves and the 
foundation and giving an easy slide to 
the silage over the projection. We hav 
had a great many reports from parties 
who have practiced plastering the wall 
of silos in clay grounds with great snc- 
cess. The soil on our own farm Is no 
suitable for adopting this plan, so in 
building > cisterns we simply line up 
with a single layer of brick and pa 
the cement on the brick,''
